But Tanya Gill thinks her record is 
the reason the people of Beverly- 
Clareview should vote for her 

From the age of two, Gill grew 
up in Alberta’s child welfare sys- 
tem. Taken from her mother, who 
had a substance-abuse problem, 
Gill was shuffled from foster home 
to foster home for the next four 
years until fin she was adopt- 
ed. Six years ater, however, she 
found herself back in foster care 
after her adoptive family gave her 
up again. For the next four years 
she went back into the shuffle 
until she was old enough to take 
care of herself. 

“Let’s see,” she said, pausing to 
count on her fingers. “In the eight 
years I was in care, I had 17 place- 
ments.” 

It should come as no surprise

that Gill, now 20, spent most of her 


childhood and adolescence mired 
in anger, resentment and isolation. 
Imagine spending your entire 
childhood feeling like a guest, 
often unwelcome, in other peo- 
ple’s homes. “I never felt at home 
anywhere,” she said. 

Because of her mother’s situa- 
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tion, she never turned to drugs, 
(“her addiction problems changed 
my whole life, so why would I 
want to continue the cycle?”"), but 
there was plenty of other acting 
out. 

At 13, she stole a pick-up truck 
at Sylvan Lake and drove it all the 
way to Old Strathcona. “I didn’t 
even know how to drive. When I 
got into the city, it was the height 
of the Fringe Festival and I ended 
up causing a crash on Whyte 
Avenue. It was a wonder no one 
was seriously hurt.” 

Gill ended up doing a small bit 
in the Edmonton Young Offender 
Centre, where she met several 
older girls. “It really shocked me to 
see how horrible their lives had 
become. I didn’t want to grow up 
to be like them. I wanted to be the 
person who helps them.” 

Now a student at the University 

Alberta, she plans to become a

First off, she feels too many 
decisions are based on what’s con- 
venient for social workers and 
caregivers, not on what's in the 
child’s best interests. The kids 
themselves should have more of a 
say in where they're placed.

more interesting on the Western 
Canadian roots music scene and 
his contributions are on an artistic 
plateau that few have reached.

This Venezuelan chanteuse now living in San Francisco has devoted an 
entire album to Classic boleros from her homeland. By and large Marquez 
rises admirably to the task of interpreting these compositions; she’s an 
excellent vocalist. It’s only in the arrangements and production that the 
album gets stuck. No matter how passionately she sings, the music often 
sounds dry and obsequious, a mortal sin (as it should be) in Latin American 
culture. Awash in a production that wrings out all soul, Marquez invariably 

sounds distanced from her musicians. It’s a simple solution, really, Mr. 
Producer. Give her two microphones, a pianist, an accordion player and get 
the hell out.of her way, bozo.

Strange and wonderful = 


Lemoine’s comedic thriller has all the stuff of great theat

hat makes for an evening of 

compelling theatre? Is it a play 

that drives you to eagerly antici- 
ating the next scene? Is it fine 
actors, well versed in the style and 
clearly enjoying themselves and 
pach other? Is it the sbt, the lighting 
and the costumes that evoke an era 
with style and subtle humour? If 
these are the ingredients for great 
theatre, then Stewart Lemoine’s 
remounting of his 1995 play Evelyn 
strange has it in spades.

I's New York City, 1955. A som- 
nambulant woman wanders into the 
ra box of wealthy-socialite Nina 
rrer (Davina Stewart) and her 
escort for the evening Perry 
Spangler (John Kirkpatrick). 
Spangler, enlisted by his publishing 
hoss to entertain his wife, is left with 
the beautiful but decidedly odd 
tranger (Jane Spidell), after Nina 
exits midway. 
The woman reveals that she has 
0 idea who she is until a note pad in 
bile pocket of her raincoat is discov- 
ered. The words “My name is Evelyn 
Strange and sense has ruled my life 
instead of passion” lead the pair to 
believe that the young beauty is the 
Evelyn Strange in question. 

Next morning at the office, where 
Pes as gone to ponder these 
events, his colleague Lewis Hake 
Julien Arnold), another sub-editor, 
grabs the note pad to decipher the 
anguage in the rest of the note pad. 

Revealing the rest of the plot 
) ould be mean. Suffice to say, there 

a dead body, a torrid love affair, a 
Jrilliant re-enactment of the events 
and a cliff-hanging moment when all 
S unearthed. 


Playwright and director Lemoine 
offers a plot crafted to twist and turn 
with genuine surprises. He encour- 
ages the audience to suspend belief 
long enough to accept a beautiful 
stranger with amnesia. He writes dia- 
logue that evokes the best of 
Hitchcock while poking good- 
natured fun at the genre simultane- 
ously. 

All four actors are simply superb. 
Davina Stewart wraps her lips 
around the most unlikely dialogue 
and makes it seem natural. Her 
entrances and exits from the stage 


‘are the best of anyone in the busi- 


ness. John Kirkpatrick plays Perry 
Spangler with a wry sense of 
humour that both propels the action 
forward and makes comment on the 
wit. 

Julien Arnold lends a level of hon- 


est emotion and wacky exuber: 
He continually ups the energy 
The range of Jane Spidell’s acting, 
from bewildered. stillness to.perky 
enthusiasm to depths of despair 
bespeaks her Stratford Theatre 
experience and major roles in A-list 
houses across Canada. You just have 
to fall a little bit in love with her. 

Dressing Stewart's mannequin- 
perfect figure, the lushness of 
Spidell, the elegance of Kirkpatrick 
and the athletic build of Arnold in 
late 1950s clothing, Leona Brausen 
has found vintage pieces in perfect 
condition that are stunning. Where 
did she find Nina’s green dress or 
Perry’s rust jacket? Like Lemoine’s 
words, the costumes draw you in 
and make you comment on their bril- 
liance at the same time.

The story of soldier Macbeth 
and his evil, grasping wile is 

known, but it 
js gains breadth when 
taken from the page and pro- 
pelled onto the stage. Backed 
by a stark, clever set complete 
with a seething pool for the 
three witches, this cast of six, 
though a little convulsive, pack 
a lot of punch into their 90- 
minute performance. 

The real villain of the piece, 
Lady Macbeth, is played with 
chilling accuracy by Christine 
Frederick. Draped in brooding 
finery by costume designer 
Brian Bast, Frederick's schem- 
ing, power-hungry noble- 
woman is as Shakespeare 
meant her to be — passionate, 
driven and elegant, even in her 
blood-soaked rancour. 
Everyone else pales in compar- 
ison, which is perhaps, again, 
as the author meant it to be.

trio of witches. Their ghostly 
bodysuits and hissed warnings 
bring out the strong supernat- 
ural element Shakespeare 
instilled in this tale of corrup 
tion. Couched in the unflinch- 
ing truth that bad guys get 
theirs in the end, Macbeth is 
also liberally sprinkled with 
severed hea bloodied hands 
and vengeful ghosts pointing 

satory fingers. In other 
words, be nice to pets and old 
people, because what goes 
around comes around. 

Rounding out the cast is 
Trevor Duplessis as Macbeth 
and Ryan Hughes as his 
betrayed kinsman Banquo, 
another victim of the couple’s 
killing spree in their quest to 
own the throne. Both actors 
have an admirable command 
of the intricate dialogue, 
though they take a lumbering 
approach that leaves the final 
product less nuanced than it 
should be. But Macbeth was a 
complex, tortured man in his 
hunger to rule, and it would be 
difficult to portray it all in this 
compact show. Sharplin 
already knows that, as his ver- 
sion doesn’t go much beyond 
the special effects and getting 
the dialogue all down. But 
that’s OK. This is where 
Shakespeare's written works 
hold their value. 

Is Macbeth worth the toil 
and trouble? Tomorrow and 
tomorrow and tomorrow.

Unreguited Jove. Is that the tragedy? For Mrs. Chan, 
it may be that she is forced to deal with the issue at all.

Longtime Wong collaborator Christopher Doyle’s and 
Li Ping-Bing’s cinematography supports the emotional 
tenor of this film by enclosing the images.

hough it’s a sport whose pub-

steadily in recent years, climb- 
ing still faces some comraunica- 
tion problems with the public at 
large. There is the Hollywood 
problem, that there are just not 
nearly as many explosions and 
life-endangering stunts associated 
with the sport as one might be led 
to believe, and there is the less 
glitzy problem of understanding 
that “climbing” is an umbrella 
term, involving a variety of disci- 
plines that share a core similarity 
and little else. 

So what's a disciple to do when 
confronted with such things? In 
the case of Sean White, Aaron 
Black and Aaron Jackson, the 
solution was to pool money and 
resources.and make their own 
movie. Prepare for Beyond 
Gravity, a stunning, whirlwind 
tour of the world of climbing and 
the personalities that occupy it. 

This movie never finds itself at 
a lack for an impressive perspec- 
tive. It took about a year and a 
half to assemble, as White and 
company followed world-class 
climbers to world-class climbing 
areas, interviewed them and 
filmed them as they did their par- 
ticular thing, from bouldering, 
sport or ice climbing to alpine, 
hard aid or free (no ropes, no pro- 
tection, no nothing) climbing. 

“We had a goal and we sort of 
chipped away at that to see what 
the end result would be,” Says 
White. “The goal was to make a 
film that appealed to hardcore 
climbers, in terms of content and 
personalities and all that, but also 
a film for people who don’t know 
anything about climbing. 

“Some films are like, ‘This is a 
rock climbing movie’ or ‘This is 
about these guys doing an ice 
climb here,” he adds, “but there 
hasn’t been anything that’s 
addressed climbing as a whole, 
explored different disciplines in 
it.”

methods to get some spectacular 
shots — sometimes they climbed 
right alongside the climbers, 
sometimes they rented heli- 
copters and sometimes they gave 
the climbers.a camera to take 
along with theni (three cheers for 
digital technology!), and while the 
scenery is a big part of Beyond 
Gravity, the climbers, too, are 
compelling. Absent are the 
stereotypical characteristics of 
“extreme” athletes, the supposed 
death-wishing, risk-taking behav- 
iours, manifested by intense dri- 
ves toward self-destruction. 
Instead, Katie Brown reveals that 
she prays while she climbs; Peter 
Croft offers, “I hate to be scared.” 

“You ask these climbers, ‘Why 
do you climb?” says White, “and 
there’s no stock answer for it. 
Climbing, for the people that are 
serious climbers that are shown 
in the movie, is. built into their 
system like taking a shower in the 
morning. It’s not a question of 
addressing risk and trying to con- 
quer it, it’s just that risk is part of 
the lifestyle and managing those 
risks is only one of the reasons 
for doing it.” 

Another reason for doing it, he 
says, is for all the life lessons 
climbing or making a movie about 
climbing can teach you. 

“We learned a lot from being 
around people who are very con- 
fident, and because we inter- 
viewed every single climber in the 
movie, we got everybody’s insight 
into climbing, we saw every- 
body's differences, but also what 
they had in common. I learned.a 
lot, as far as the attitudes and dri- 
ving force behind these people 
who have been doing it for a long 
time.”
